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AZALEAS 


The  name  is  from  the  Creek  word  azaleos, 
meaning  dry,  because  their  discoverer  believed 
them  to  grow  in  dry  locations.  However,  be¬ 
cause  they  are  shallow  rooted,  they  require  an 
abundance  of  water. 

There  are  three  cardinal  rules  to  remember 
when  growing  Azaleas: 

1 .  Water  frequently  in  dry  weather. 

2.  Mulch  heavily  with  oak  leaves  or  peat 
moss  to  protect  the  roots  and  furnish 
humus. 

3.  Fertilize  sparingly  three  times  a  year  dur¬ 
ing  the  Spring  and  early  Summer.

Vitata  Fortuni — Lavender  and  white,  sometimes  pure 
white  flowers  on  the  same  stem.  Blooms  early  and  con¬ 
tinues  a  long  time.  Fast  growing,  hardy  and  upright. 
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William  Bull — Dubonnet  colored,  double  flowers  of  up¬ 
right  habit,  fine  for  mass  effects  on  large  landscapes.

Kurume  Azaleas  are  a  race  developed  in 
Kurume,  Japan  from  farms  of  R.  Obtusum. 
Most  of  them  are  hardy  from  Philadelphia 
southward  and  some  do  well  as  far  as  New 
York  with  Winter  protection.  We  grow  thou¬ 
sands  each  year  to  be  used  as  Florists  pot 
plants  and  nothing  is  more  satisfactory  for  the 
purpose,  because  they  are  dwarf  and  compact, 
bloom  when  very  small  and  force  easily.  When 
received  from  us  keep  at  60  degrees  for  bloom 
in  60  days  or  less,  depending  on  the  time 
brought  in.  Syringe  frequently  to  keep  down 
red  spider.

Christmas  Cheer — Red  flowers,  hose  in  hose  type.  Good 
compact  grower  with  glossy  green  leaves.

CAMELLIA  JAPONICAS 

Camellias  with  advanced  flower  buds,  should 
be  kept  in  a  very  cool  temperature,  not  more 
than  50  degres.  They  prefer  a  well  drained  soil, 
with  a  slight  acid  reaction.  Cottonseed  meal, 
with  acid  phosphate,  is  good.  Also  rotted  cow 
manure,  muriate  of  potash,  tankage  and  sul¬ 
phate  of  ammonia,  all  of  which  are  acid  in  re¬ 
action.  There  are  very  few  diseases  attacking 
Camellias.  Sometimes,  however,  the  foliage  is 
attacked  by  scale.  When  this  occurs,  spray  with 
Volck,  1  -50  and  be  sure  to  spray  underside  of 
the  leaves.  Their  use  as  cut  flowers  is  increas¬ 
ing  steadily,  and  due  to  the  heavy  demand,  we 
ask  our  customers  placing  large  orders  to  do  so 
early  before  they  are  sold  out. 

CROUP  I  CAMELLIAS 


Alba  Plena — This  well  known  camellia  is  one  of  the  best 
for  cut  flower  purposes.

CAMELLIA  SASANQUA 


Sasanqua  is  very  similar  to  camellia  japonica, 
but  it  is  a  faster  and  looser  grower.  It  blooms 
in  the  latter  part  of  September  and  continues 
until  November.  It  is  used  quite  extensively 
for  grafting. 

Mineno-Yuki — (Snow  on  the  Mountain)  Double  white, 
peony  type  with  an  ice  scent  and  it  blooms  freely  at 
an  early  age.
